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First Treaty of Extradition Respects 
Brazil’s Rejection of Capital Penalty 


On this and the following pages “The Brazilian Bulletin™ 
presents the official English text of the Treaty of Extradition 
of America and the United States of 


between the Lnited States 
Brazil, signed on January 


13, 


1961. in Rio de Janeiro. The 


new pact is the first extradition treaty every signed by the two 
nations. A summary of its provisions follows: 


The treaty 


provides for the reciprocal extradition by the 


signatory nations of persons found in the territory of the other 
nation who have been charged with or convicted of specified 
crimes. The offense with which the person sought is charged 
must be one which would justify his commitment for trial if 
the offense had been committed in the place where the fugi- 
tive is found and is punishable by deprivation of liberty for 


more than one vear,. 


Extradition is further limited so that the fugitive cannot be 
extradited if he would have to appear before an extraordinary 
court, if his offense is purely military or of a political nature 
with the exception of anarchism. 

It should be noted that the Constitution of Brazil does not 
permit the death penalty. Under the terms of the treaty, a 


fugitive cannot be extrad

Machinery for the procedures of extradition is outlined. A 
scheme of priorities is itemized in cases where the fugitive is 
sought by more than one state or for more than one crime.

The treaty will go into effect one month after the exchange 
of ratifieations.
